NEW YORK. Oct. 5—Prelimi­ 
nary investig ation was u nder way 
today into the crash of an air­ 
plane carrying 37 persons, inclu d­ 
ing military and g overnment offi­ 
cials, 10 of whom were killed and 
eig ht inju red, at Botwood, New­ 
fou ndland. 
The casu alties were 
revealed by the eastern defenae 
command and First Army on the 
basis of Information forwarded by 
the American consu late at St. 
John’s, N. F., to the State depart­ 
ment in Washing ton. 
Government officials who were 
passeng ers aboard the plane in­ 
clu ded Lou is Galantiere and Ed­ 
ward S. Maaon of the board of 
analysts, department of strateg ic 
services, Washing ton, D. C., bu t 
so far as cou ld be determined none 
with g overnment connections, ex­ 
cepting 
military 
officials, 
was 
among the dead and inju red. Five 
officers, 
inclu ding 
Lieu t. 
Col. 
James Edward W hittaker of (10 
Cu tting Ave.) Worcester, Mas« ., 
were among the fatalities. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 5—Father Ber­ 
nard R. Hu bbard, widely famed as 
the “g lacier priest” becau se of 
hia extensive travels in Alaska, 
expressed 
fu ll confidence 
today 
that the United States Army and 
Navy shortly will drive the Japs 
ou t of the Aleu tians. 
In fact, he said, he had a date 
to eat Christmas 
dinner with 
American flyers in Kiska, al­ 
thou g h that happens to be where 
the Japanese rig ht now dog g edly 
are trying to hold the base they 
have established.

DETROIT, Oct. 5—Henry Ford 
said today in an interview that he 
hopes 
a ll nations will join in a 
federation of the “whole world” 
when the present war is over. 
The motor mag nate whose g en­ 
iu s conceived a g reat indu strial 
empire, inclu ding the hu g e Wil­ 
low Ru n bomber plant, advocated 
what he termed a new kind of 
peace. 
"We mu st have a different kind 
of peace this time,” he said. 
”It 
mu st be fou nded on the edu cation 
and experience which are the only 
g ood to come ou t of this kind of 
evil. We mu st edu cate people. We 
mu st learn to think in the ways of 
peace. We mu st g et tog ether and 
learn abou t each other. 
"Look at the United States. 
Here we have people of all nations 
living tog ether in amity and with­ 
ou t strife. My hope is that in the 
postwar world all nations even­ 
tu ally will join In a federation of 
the whole world.” 
"Rig ht now we are all soldiers. 
I do what I am told and spare no 
effort—as we all shou ld." 
He spoke briefly of Adolf Hit­ 
ler and said contemptu ou sly “he 
doesn’t even belong to Germany.”

According to Navy men, Ameri­ 
ca’s startling offensive su ccesses 
in the Aleu tians and Solomons, 
cou pled with mou nting Jap ship 
losses, have placed a severe strain 
on enemy sea commu nications and 
have prevented 
concentration of 
Jap sea power. 
Warships Gather 
Althou g h reports have been cu r­ 
rent for weeks that Japan has

Laval. 
Laval’s 
decision 
to 
conscript 
French labor for service in Ger­ 
many and the attem pt to “mu z­ 
zle” by hou se arrest the voice of 
Edou ard Herriot, veteran French 
political leader who dared oppose 
pu blicly the policy of collabora­ 
tion with the axis, are acts which 
are prompting the state depart­ 
ment to adopt a sterner attitu de 
tow'ard Vichy France. 
Break No Unlikely 
Whether the steadily deterior­ 
ating relations will lead to a com­ 
plete break depends on the ex­ 
tent to which Laval is prepared 
to “take it.” For the present, this 
g overnment still intends 
to 
re­ 
frain from taking the initiative in 
any severance of relations. It does 
not wdsh to g ive axis propag and­ 
ists the opportu nity of telling the 
Frençh people that America let 
them dowm by breaking off re­ 
lations.

boxscore of plane losses, showing 
that 279 enemy planes of all types 
were destroyed from Febru ary 1 
to 
September 29 compared 
to 
American 
losses of 114, 
today 
stood as proof that U. S. military 
planes are “more than a match” 
for 
German and Japanese 
air­ 
craft. 
The fig u res were cited by the 
special committee on aviation of 
the Hou se Military Affairs after a 
two weeks investig ation of char­ 
g es of American plane inferiority. 
The committee fu rther reported 
that in the 30 day period from 
Au g u st 14 to September 14, the 
ratio of enemy planes destroyed 
to losses su stained by American 
aircraft was 7.5 to one. 
The g rou p reported that for the 
month of Au g u st U. S. planes shot 
down 75 enemy ships with the 
loss of only 15, bu t it wou ld not 
disclose the exact fig u res u sed in 
the 7.5 to one ratio, becau se they 
may be of valu e to the enemy 
and also may lead the pu blic to 
“feel that this is a normal or u su al 
ratio.” 
“As we g o fu rther on the of­ 
fensive in the air,” the committee 
warned, “the ratio of ou r losses 
mu st Inevitably increase,” 
Defending the American planes, 
the committee said: 
“Ou r hig h altitu de fou r-eng ine 
heavy bombers, the B-17’s (flying 
fortress) 
and 
B-24’s 
are 
not 
eq u aled by any planes being pro­ 
du ced by any other nation in the 
world. They are the only bomb­ 
ers that are able to do day-time 
precision bombing over occu peld 
Eu rope and Germany,’*

Pro-Axis Vichy Radio Tells 
Of Alleged Sea Battle 
In Solomons 


STALINGRAD ST ILL HO LDS 


American Bomber Squadrons 
Set Fire To Enemy Ships 
In Greek Bay

The cou rse of battle at Stalin­ 
g rad remained g enerally favor­ 
able to the Ru ssians today al­ 
thou g h the Nazis su cceeded at on« 
point in scoring a slig ht advance. 
In New Gu inea, the only other 
active theatre of war, daring Au s­ 
tralian g rou nd forces made con­ 
siderable headw'ay in their drive 
to ou st the Japanese from occu ­ 
pied areas in the sou theastern tip 
of the island. 
While the defenders of Stalin­ 
g rad held firm in all bu t one sec­ 
tion of the beleag u ered Volg a me­ 
tropolis other Soviet forces to the 
north, cu tting their way sou th­ 
ward to the rear of the Nazi sieg e 
u nits, forced the Germans back 
ag ain at one point northwest of 
the city. 
Nazis Advance 
The Red army hig h command 
conceded, however, that Nazi tank 
and infantry forces, battering the 
defenders mercilessly in a series 
of fierce assau lts, moved forward 
in an u nnamed factory settlement. 
The locale of this German advance 
was believed to be the workers' 
settlement in the northern ou t­ 
skirts into w’hich the Nazis pene­ 
trated last week. 
The drive of 
the invaders in this sector is 
aimed at smashing throu g h to the 
banks of the Volg a. 
As 
Au stralian 
bu sh 
fig hters 
continu ed to advance along the 
tortu ou s 
mou ntain 
trail 
along 
which they are pu shing the Japs 
farther and farther away from the 
allied base at Port Moresby, the 
pro-Axis Vichy radio broadcast an 
u nconfirmed report concerning a 
new naval battle in the Solomons. 
The Vichy dispatch, not su b­ 
stantiated by any allied sou rce, 
claimed that United States and 
Japanese naval forces were en­ 
g ag ed in a larg e battle. 
Jajw Beaten Back 
The advance allied g rou nd force 
in New Gu inea u nder constant 
protection of fig hter and bomber 
planes reached considerably be­ 
yond the villag e of Efog i which 
Gen. Dou g las MacArthu r’s head-

As Only Means Of Balking 
Future Conflicts

against Japanese invasion bases 
in the Aleutians and Solomons to­ 
day provided a part explanation 
to the mystery of Nippon’s failure 
to resume its blitzkrieg offensive 
on schedule. 
Powerful units of the Japanese 
fleet are believed to be prowling 
northeast of the Solomons in the 
hope of catching U. S. forces off 
guard, but they apparently are 
taking no reckless chances. 
According to Navy men, Ameri­ 
ca's startling offensive successes 
in the Aleutians and Solomons, 
coupled with mounting Jap ship 
losses, have placed a severe strain 
on enemy aes communications and 
have prevented concentration of 
Jap sea power. 
Warships Gather 
Although reports have been cur­ 
rent "for weeks that Japan has 
been 
gathering 
warships 
and 
transports in its mandated islands, 
no large sea Invasion force has 
been 
sighted since the 
80-ship 
enemy armada was smashed at 
Midway. 
This is the best proof of the 
accuracy of American Army and 
Navy reports that more than 400 
Nipponese ships have been sunk 
or damaged since the outbreak of 
war, 
including 115 credited 
to 
long-range U. S. submarines. 
War analysts assert that the 
enemy high command now faces 
a problem similar to that which 
faced American leaders early In 
the Pacific conflict:—Where to 
concentrate 
forces for best 
re­ 
sults. 


Policy Of Laval Stirs 
Anger In Capital

it from time to time I should like 
to review some of the fundamental 
principles of this subject which is 
of such world-shaking importance. 
Although 
the 
vitamins 
have 
been stealing the show lately, the 
real fundamental is calories. No 
supplements of vitamins or min­ 
erals can alter the laws of the con­ 
servation of energy. If you get 
enough calories in your diet, it 
would take the ingenuity o,f all 
the brain trusters working like 
Kentucky miners to keep you from 
getting your vitamins. And if you 
plunge on vitamins alone, you will 
s-tarve to death just the same as if 
you were on a desert island. 


A Unit of Measure 
A calorie is nothing but a unit 
of measurement. We find in daily 
life that we have to use units from 
morning till night. 4rWhat time is 
it? " “ How tall is he? " "How hot is 
it? " So a calorie is the scientific 
nutritionist’s way of answering 
“ How much nutrition is there in 
that food? " It is a unit of heat, 
but a unit of heat practically is a 
unit of nutrition because your 
body temperature is kept level by 
the burning of calorics. 
Of course, the body is kep t in 
temperature equilibrium b y other 
things too. 
The amount of heat given off by 
th* resting man of average tite is 
about equal to the heat 
o f a 60 
watt electric bulb, or the flame of 
an alcohol lamp one inch 
hig h. 
A man ex ercising hard ha* 
the 
heat of ten such lamps. 
We all 
range between one or the o ther of 
these ex tremes in the co u rse of 
every day, and on different days 
we use varying amount* of calo­ 
ries. We are not steady 
u sers of 
heat like the lamp. But an 
av er­ 
age can be struck and for this the 
term "basal metabolism" is em­ 
ployed. 


j 
It is the resultant of two fac­ 
tors: basal heat production and 
basal heat loss. Ex ercise or shiv­ 
ering produces heat; sweating or 
panting reduces the body’s heat 
A great many things besides ac­ 
tivity and food affect the body’s 
temperature — such 
as 
outside 
temperature. Last winter in Rus­ 
sia a soldier who had been keep­ 
ing his heat production up by 
food and marching, if wounded, 
would fall to the ground and lost 
so much heat that he would be in 
shock in leas than an hour. 
The cooling that comes on a hot 
day from a movement of air is a 
most effective factor in heat loss. 
An air-conditioned room is uncom­ 
fortable unless there is an electric 
fan turned on every once in a 
while. You hear people say they 
are going to walk around to g et 
cool; it ought to heat them up, but 
it makes sense. Even small move­ 
ment* of the body cause consider­ 
able increase in the flapping of the 
clothing. 
Basal 
metabolism 
and 
bass! 
temperature are thus closely re­ 
lated, both depending upon calo­ 
ries coming in or going out.

Although the vitamins have 
been stealing the show lately, the 
'eel fundamental ii calories. No 
supplements of vitamins or min­ 
erals can alter the laws of the eon* 
•creation of energy. If you get 
enough calories in your diet, it 
would take the ingenuity of all 
the brain trusters working like 
Kentucky miners to keep you from 
getting your vitamins. And if you 
plunge on vitamins alone, you will 
starve to death just the same as if 
you were on a desert island. 
A Unit of Meas ars 
A calorie is nothing but a unit 
of measurement. We find in daily 
life that we have to use units from 
morning till night. <rWhat time is 
it?” “How tall is he!” “How hot is 
it?” So a calorie is the scientific 
nutritionist’s way of answering 
“How much nutrition is there in 
that food?” It is a unit of heat, 
but a unit of heat practically is a 
unit of nutrition because your 
body temperature is kept level by 
the burning of calories. 
Of course, the body is kept in 
temperature equilibrium by other 
things too. 
The amount of haat given off by 
the resting man of average size is 
about equal to the heat of a 60 
watt electric bulb, or the Heme of 
sn alcohol lamp one inch high. 
A man exercising hard has the 
heat of ten such lamps. We all 
range between one or the other of 
these extremes in the course of 
every day, and on different days 
we nae varying amounts of calo­ 
rist. We are not steady users of 
haat like the lamp. But an aver­ 
age can be struck and for this the 
term “basal metabolism” is em- 
ployed. 


It is the resultant of two foe­ 
tors: basal heat production and 
basal heat loss. Exercise or shiv- 
cong produces heat; sweating or 
panting reduces the body’s heat 
A great many things besides ac­ 
tivity and food affect the body’s 
temperature — each as outside 
temperature. Last winter in Ros­ 
sis a soldier who had been keep­ 
ing his heat production ap by 
food and marching, if wounded, 
would fall to the ground and lose 
so much heat that he would be in 
shock in less than an hour. 
The cooling that come* on a hot 
day from a movement of air is a 
most effective factor in heat loss. 
An air-conditioned room ie uncom­ 
fortable unices there is an electric 
fan turned on every once in a 
while. You hear people say they 
are going to walk around to get 
cool; it ought to heat them up, hut 
it makes sense. Even small move­ 
ments of the body cause consider­ 
able increase in the flapping of the 
clothing. 
Basal metabolism and bass! 
temperature are thus closely re­ 
lated, both depending upon calo­ 
ries coming in or going out.

Answer: Diabetic flours ars 
made out of vegetables that have 
a high amount of protein and low 
starch. There are many varieties. 
To name some: gluten bread, cellu 
bread, diaprotein, almond bread, 
cotton seed bread, casein bread, 
etc. Every grocer has some in 
stock. Soybeans are high in pro­ 
tein and low in starch; therefore 
would classify as diabetic flour.
